state targets synthetic drug 
after Alton woman overdoses

Following bans on salvia and synthetic marijuana, 
Illinois lawmakers now are trying to curb the latest 
store-bought choice of people looking to get high: 
bath salts. 

These are not the Epsom salts that Aunt Ethel 
used to sprinkle in a warm tub, nor are they the 
soothing, fragrant bottles you pick up at the aroma- 
therapy store. 

Carrying comforting names such as “Blue Silk” and 
“Ivory Wave”— and labeled “not for human consump- 
tion”— these small packets sell for $40 to $60 a gram. 
The/re marketed as bath salts but contain the syn- 
thetic drug methylenedioxypyrovalerone, or MDPV 

Users usually smoke or snort the substance, and 
the high is described as similar to feelings from 
methamphetamine or Ecstasy The packets are sold 
legally over the counter at some liquor stores, tobac- 
co shops and novelty stores from Chicago to rural 
towns across the state. 

The push to prevent such sales accelerated last 
month after the drug caused what authorities say 
is its first suspected death in Illinois. A 28 -year-old 
woman in Alton apparently overdosed on it, prompt- 
ing that city to pass an emergency ban. 

At the Capitol, both the House and Senate have 
approved separate measures outlawing MDPV and 
its derivatives. Sponsoring Sen. Jacqueline Collins 
said the Alton death shows the need to quickly get 
her bill to Gov Quinn’s desk. 

“These designer drugs are causing deaths,” said 
Collins (D -Chicago). “Unfortunately the young lady 
in Alton had to lose her life.” 

The powerful synthetic popped up on the drug 
scene late last year. 

The Illinois Poison Center began getting calls 
in December from people who had taken the bath 
salts, which experts say can cause severe hallucina- 
tions, paranoia and psychotic episodes. 

The drug has been linked to deaths around the coun- 
try including a Washington state soldier who authori- 
ties said appeared to have been using bath salts before 


he shot and killed his wife and himself last month. 

At this point, 10 states, including Michigan, Ken- 
tucky Florida and Louisiana, have passed legislation 
or used executive orders to outlaw the synthetics used 
to make the bath salts. Illinois and 24 other states, in- 


cluding Missouri, Ohio and Kansas, have similar bans 
working their way through the legislative process. 
The American Association of Poison Control Cen- 
ters reported 298 calls in 2010 and about 1,800 this 
year from 47 states and the District of Columbia.

Sense lacking in 
Common ciamor 

Conservative commentator Iticker Carlson lacks Common sense. The 
“Common” in this case being Lonnie Rashid Lynn Jr. ^ a Grammy-win- 
ning rapper, actor, and native South Sider who launched the Common 
Ground Foundation to teach disadvantaged youths leadership skills. 

He is also, according to foxnation.com, which this week linked to a 
post on Carlson’s website, “vile.” 

At least that’s the adjective the site assigned him after first lady Mi- 
chelle Obama invited Common to perform at a White House poetry 
reading Wednesday 

A post about the so-called controversy went up this week on Carl- 
son’s website, prompting outcry from a chorus of conservative voices. 

What formed the basis for hip-hop hyperbole that turned Com- 
mon from an overwhelmingly socially conscious and rapper into the 
missing member of Three 6 Mafia? 

Common’s verses in a spoken word piece called “A Tetter to the 
Law” from “Def Poetry Jam” circa 2007. Here is a sampling of what 
caused offense: 

“Burn a Bush cos’ for peace he no push no button,” Common says 
in^uTube video of the appearance. “Killing over oil and grease/no 
weapons of destruction.” 

First off, “burn a Bush” is an obvious play off the known term bush- 
burning, not an incitement to arson. 

Second, as Jon Stewart pointed out in a stingily funny “Daily ShoV’ 
segment ^J^dnesday night, there are plenty of violent lyrics among 
Fox and its friends, fromTed Nugent to the venerable Johnny Cash. 

Even if you (unfairly) believe Common’s rhymes arc different from 
Nugent’s and Cash’s works, you must consider the rap ratio. This 
poem is all commentators could cull from a 20 -year rap career, 

Fm surprised Fox didn’t do a discography audit to turn up more 
relevant dirt. 

They might have found “Go,” in which he raps from the vantage 
point of a lothario seeking a threesome. That must mean Common is 
shacking up with some sister wives. 

Let me stop playing around and inadvertently offering more ammo. 

Stunts like this are par for the political course, and public figures 
on both sides of the aisle have found fault with rap as a genre without 
even knowing the totality and diversity of its artists. 

^t the Carlson-backed rap rhetoric seems to take a step further 
than some— other than Ashley Judd— have dared in recent years. 

If I thought it would prevent future misunderstandings, Fd give 
Carlson, Sarah PaHn and other clueless commentators my number, 
Skype name and Gmail before their next bout of hip-hop bashing. 

They could reach me day or night and Fd be ready with 15 years of 
rap reporting experience. Somehow, I doubt they’ll accept. 

That would require an actual desire to grasp their subject matter 
before going full metal jacket. As this Common “controversy” proves, 
understanding was never the goal.

Attorneys: Accused 
officers aren’t rapists

Attorneys for two Chicago police officers 
accused of sexually assaulting a woman 
they picked up while on duty say the men 
are guilty only of 
bad judgment. 

“Paul Clavijo is 
not a rapist and 
should not be 
thought of as a 
rapist. To do that 
would be a ter- 
Clavijo rible, tragic mis- 

take,” the officer’s 
attorney Jed Stone, said after a bond hear- 
ing Thursday 

He called his client’s actions “an indis- 
cretion, not a crime.” 

The attorney for the other officer, Juan 
Vasquez, echoed that sentiment. 

“Was a bad decision made? Certainly” 
attorney Dan Herbert said. “But it’s not a 



BACKGROUND 

The officers are accused of picking up 
the woman in their marked SUV on 
March 30 and driving to a liquor store, 
prosecutors said. While Vasquez was in 
the store buying vodka, Clavijo had sex 
with the woman in the front seat of the 
vehicle, they said. 

They then drove to the woman’s 
Rogers Park apartment, where they 
played strip poker and both officers 
sexually assaulted her, according to 
prosecutors. 


criminal act.” 

The two Town Hall District officers, 
both 38, are charged with criminal sexual 
assault and official misconduct. Clavijo is 
also charged with criminal sexual assault 
and official misconduct for a March 10 in- 
cident involving a different woman. 

Both officers were stripped of their po- 
lice powers after the explosive allegations 


came to light. 

Vasquez exited Cook County Jail late 
Thursday, declining to comment to report- 
ers before he jumped into an SUV 

A lawyer for a woman allegedly raped by 
the police officers blasted the contention 
by the officers’ attorneys that their clients 
had merely used poor judgment, saying 
that was an “outrageous way to spin this.” 

“The allegation is that they sexually as- 
saulted this young woman,” said attorney 
Jon Loevy who represents the alleged vic- 
tim from March 30. ‘And that goes far be- 
yond bad judgment and indiscretion.” 

Loevy acknowledged the woman was 
intoxicated that night but denied she will- 
ingly took part in a game of strip poker or 
consented to sex with Clavijo and Vasquez. 

“These are on-duty police officers. ... 
She was a young woman who was not in a 
situation where she had a choice,” Loevy 
said. 


Sportscaster 
found dead

Atlanta police called Hawks’ death a 
medical emergency and not a police call. 
His body was discovered after he did 
not appear for the Bulls’ morning shoot- 
around. 

Paramedics were called and he was 
taken to a local hospital about 10:30 a.m., 
according to Atlanta police Sgt. Curtis 
Davenport. 

Because there were no apparent criminal 
implications in the death, police weren’t in- 
vestigating the death, police said. 

“There’s no reason to suspect foul play” 
Davenport said. 

Hawks, who joined the station in 2008, 
was married with three children. 

In 2002, Channel 5 sports reporter Dar- 
rian Chapman died of a heart condition at 
age 37.

While it has a dazzling view that overlooks Millen- 
nium Park and Lake Michigan, President Obama’s 
re-election headquarters in downtown Chicago aren’t 
necessarily much to look at on the inside, based on a 
quick tour offered Thursday by the campaign. 

Occupying a whole floor of about 50,000 square 
feet in the Prudential building that is formally known 
as One Prudential Plaza, the campaign setup features 
long rows of tables for dozens of staffers and volun- 
teers. But the campaign still is moving into the space 
and only a few dozen staffers were there, working on 
laptop computers or on the phone. 

Only a select few have actual office space, including 
Jim Messina, the former deputy White House chief 
of staff who serves as campaign manager, along with 
deputy campaign managers Jen O’Malley Dillon and 
Julianna Smoot. 

The president has no formal office, but would use a 
conference room next to Messina’s office. Campaign 
guru David Axelrod doesn’t have an office, either. 

As the first incumbent presidential re-election ef- 
fort in decades to move its headquarters outside the 
Washington Beltway there’s plenty of symbolism 
in the campaign’s move to Chicago, the president’s 
hometown. 

Aides have described it as an attempt to convey its 
interest in listening to real people’s concerns rather 
than the echo chamber of DC.

Lauren Grey is, in aU aspects of her life, a woman. Her 
driver’s license reflects that, as does her name, her Social 
Security information and her appearance. 

StiU, her Illinois birth certificate says she’s a man. She 
has requested that it be changed and provided a supporting 
affidavit from the doctor who performed breast augmenta- 
tion and facial feminization surgeries on her. But, accord- 
ing to a lawsuit filed on behalf of her and other transgender 
people this week by the American Civil Liberties Union, 
the state has denied her request, saying transgender people 
in Illinois must have “genital reformation surgery” to have 
their birth certificates changed. 

“I live as a female, I feel female and everybody treats me 
that way but this document doesn’t reflect that,” Grey said. 
“I know that’s not me, but I can’t do anything about it.” 

The class-action lawsuit was filed Tuesday naming Da- 
mon Arnold, head of the Illinois Department of Public 
Health, as the defendant. The suit claims that for years the 
state would change people’s gender on their birth certifi- 
cates even if they had not had any form of genital surgery, 
but that the policy seemed to change “in or about 2005.” 

Kelly Jakubek, a health department spokeswoman, 
said in an email that she could not comment on pending 
litigation and would not directly clarify whether the state 
has made any change in policy She referenced a “Notice

Mary Kovats feared the worst as she scanned 
the rolling Lake Michigan waves for any sign 
of her husband and his two friends, who hadn’t 
returned after their sailboat was caught in a 
violent thunderstorm.

club members who had gathered blankets and 
clothing. Ambulances arrived moments later. 

Peter Kovats, 62, was taken to Advocate 
Illinois Masonic Medical Center in serious 
condition. Fire Department spokesman Larry 
Langford said. The other two men were treat- 
ed at Illinois Masonic and released, a hospital 
spokeswoman said.

Get hands-on with Ethiopian 


Edgewater^s Lalibela Restaurant is a 
homey place devoted to showing off 
Ethiopians fascinating cuisine and a 
standout as a rare BYOB African res^ 
taurant. Given that Ethiopia is home to 
the coffee bean, honey and each of the 
BiglTiree religions, it should come as no 
surprise that the country also is home to 
a diverse cuisine that reflects its unique 
situation on the eastern border of 
Africa, only a few miles from the Middle 
East. Various sambusas ($3.50 for two) 
reminds me of Indian samosas, and the 
kefta meatballs ($4) will be familiar to 
anyone who likes Middle Eastern food. 

Ethiopian food is well-seasoned 
and sometimes quite hot, thanks to 
a base spice mixture called berbere, 
but Lalibela does allow you to request 
milder versions. Many dishes are vegan, 
due to fasting days set by the Ethiopian 
Orthodox church. That’s not to say, 
however, that there’s no meat; served 
in the form of a stew (such as doro wat. 


S 11.50, a spicy chicken dish) or sauteed 
in chunks (such as the lamb dish yebeg 
tibs, $11.50). Meat platters come with a 
choice of sides, usually a lentil, collard 
or chickpea-based salad, and all dishes 
are served atop the ubiquitous injera, a 
spongy bread that doubles as a utensil. 
That’s right: Go with friends, because 
you’ll all be sharing and eating with your 
hands! 

Ethiopia’s traditional beverage is tej, 
a honey wine that can be hard to track 
down. I recommend taking a chilled 
bottle of Wild Blossom Blanc de Fleur 
($15.99 at Andersonville Wine and 
Spirits, 5201 N. Clark St. 773-769-0858), 
a semisweet but crisp mead made in 
Beverly on the South Side. 'Fhe delicate 
floral aromas will enhance the fragrant 
seasonings of the food, and the slight 
sweetness will help tame all that spice.

Vampires have been portrayed as hun- 
ky angst-filled beautiful people in so 
many TV shows and movies in the past 
lo years, the/ve lost a little of their bite. 
That changes with the new 3-D action film 
“Priest.” 

There’ll be no Team Edward for these 
blood drinkers. The vamps in “Priest,” 
which is based on the graphic novel series 
by Min-Woo Hyung and opens Friday, are 
so bad that the last pockets of humans 
have to live in walled cities just to survive. 
A short period of calm after the Vampire 
War is broken when the niece (Lily Col- 
lins) of a legendary vampire fighter (Paul 
Bettany) is kidnapped. 

That leads Bettany to brutal battles 
with vampires. 

“I was getting paid to run around and 
kill vampires, and every day was a great 


day, even days where I got damaged,” Bet- 
tany said. “It just felt like a boyhood fan- 
tasy coming true.” 

Bettan/s acting career has been a blend 
of action movies, such as “Legion” and 
“The Da Vinci Code,” with the more ce- 
rebral roles in “The Young Victoria” and 
“Creation.” 

To make sure he could focus all his ener- 
gy on the vampire fighting, Bettany went 
through the script and cut out every line 
of dialogue he felt wasn’t needed. 

“It often happens in scripts— because 
they’re written by writers — that often the 
man of few words is written loads of dia- 
logue. I love words, but the whole point is 
that this character is a man who doesn’t 
say much. Everyone else does the talking, 
and I grunt and kill vampires,” Bettany 
said. 

The vampire warrior is joined on his 


quiet quest by his niece’s boyfriend (Cam 
Gigandet), a wasteland sheriff and a for- 
mer warrior priestess (Maggie Q). 

Gigandet, who played James in the 
definitive vampire angst film “Twilight,” 
wasn’t familiar with Hyung’s series when 
he was cast. 

“We all sat down with the graphic novel 
and put it side by side with the script. You 
have your visuals right there. It gave us the 
feel and the vibe of the story even before 
we started filming,” Gigandet said. 

What he found out was that unlike Bet- 
tany or Maggie Q, he didn’t have to be a 
good fighter. His character tends to get 
beaten up a lot in the books and in the film. 

And he gets beaten up by nasty vam- 
pires who don’t sparkle in the sunlight. 

‘All I have to say is these vampires could 
kick sparkling vampires in the {bleep},” 
Gigandet said. 


TYPECAST? 

Paul Bettany has been on a religious kick 
lately. 

In last year’s “Legion,” he starred as 
an avenging archangel determined to 
protect the life of an infant as doomsday 
dawns, and in the blockbuster “The Da 
Vinci Code,” he portrayed a murderous 
albino monk whose extreme faith de- 
mands he whip himself bloody to atone 
for his sins. 

Now he’s starring in “Priest,” playing 
a laconic warrior with a cross tattooed 
on his face, a man who channels divine 
power to combat vampires. So what 
exactly is it that draws Bettany to such 
dark, religious-themed fare? 

“It’s entirely coincidental,” said Bettany, 
39. “But i swear to God, this is the last 
time. If they make a sequel to this, of 
course I’ll do it, but it’s the last time I take

Nick (Will FerreU): After he’s fired, he arrives 
home to find his wife

If you think the 
movie sounds like an ordinary indie, well it’s in-

Rush’s feature debut is adapted from Raymond

The verdict: Like the outside of a house, 
“Everything Must Go” looks a lot more generic 
than it is. ^s. Rush sprinkles in an obligatory 
discussion of what is “normal” and a twist the 
movie should have avoided. The movie mostly 
isn’t what you expect, though; it glides along a 
relaxed, non-pushy vibe that doesn’t overwork 
to be funny or genuine. So when Nick and 
Kenny share a round of “% Mama” jokes or 
Nick reconnects with an old classmate (Laura 
Dern), “Everything Must Go” feels natural and 
vulnerable. Nick’s ultimately searching for the 
keepers among the clutter while trying to prove 
where he belongs, and isn’t that what we’re all 
doing all the time? matt pais is redeye’s movie critic.

Trail mix 

With no potential for greasy meals or “spot the license plate,” 
road trips aren’t particularly enjoyable in 1845 Oregon. Especially 
when Stephen Meek (Bruce Greenwood), 
who is guiding three families (including 
Michelle Williams, Paul Dano, Will Pat- 
ton and Zoe Kazan) across a wagon trail, 
gets them lost without any sense of when 
they’ll find water again. 

The verdict: No one creates desperately 
realistic circumstances like director Kelly 
Reichardt, who taps into every small task 
crucial to her characters’ process: washing a 
bowl, gathering water, lifting buckets over 
the head to cross a river. No, “Oregon Trail” 
fans, nobody dies of dysentery or suffers a 
snakebite, but a wagon does break an axle. 
Reichardt normally works with fewer people 
onscreen; this time, the quantity of charac- 
ters prevents us from getting close to every- 
one. In long takes that show the future isn’t exactly racing to anyone 
who doesn’t have the basic needs for living, the movie explores faith’s 
fundamental principles with weary focus. “Meek’s Cutoff,” certainly 
a deliberate title for a story touching on fear of the unknown (at what 
point do the struggling give up?), is the human experience stripped to 
its bones, matt pais is redeye's movie critic.

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Gordon-Levitt 
keeps ’em guessing

Joseph Gordon-Levitt has been snagging im- 
portant roles in big-scale movies lately: “G.I. 
Joe,” “Inception,” “The Dark Knight Rises,” 
the upcoming Bruce Willis sci-fi action movie 
“Looper” and Steven Spielberg’s “Lincoln,” a 
biopic in which he’ll play Robert, the presi- 
dent’s estranged eldest son. 

The 30 -year-old actor also finds time for 
more modest efforts. In the dramedy “Hesher,” 
opening Friday he co-stars with Natalie Port- 
man, Rainn Wlson, Piper Laurie and Devin 
Brochu as a longhaired vagrant who becomes 
an adolescent boy’s morally ambiguous mentor. 

Gordon-Levitt, who spent five years play- 
ing a teen alien in the hit comedy “Third Rock 
From the Sun,” has made a point of seeking 
image-changing roles in his film career. He 
played a juvenile mental inmate in “Manic,” 
a gay hustler in “Mysterious Skin,” and the 
brain-damaged fall guy in the heist thriller 
“The Lookout.” But he has never played a 
character as extreme, near-cartoonish and 
challenging to audiences as Hesher, a serial 
arsonist and all-around wild man. 

“My favorite actors are the chameleons, the 
ones who disappear into a different character 
every time,” Gordon-Levitt said. “What’s so 
cool about this character is his surface is very 
rough and there really is quite a human story 
underneath. It’s not just the same shtick.” 

Hesher is a term for a grungy muUet-wear- 


ing rock ‘n’ roll headbanger. The role got un- 
der his skin. 

“When you’re playing a character who’s 
detached and disinhibited, you have to be de- 
tached and disinhibited,” he said. “I think it’s 
healthy In our culture we’re highly concerned 
with what everyone thinks of us. To spend some 
time in the shoes of somebody who just lives in 
the present moment was very good for me.” 

The film was co-written by its director, 
Spencer Susser, and David Michod, a longtime 
stunt coordinator. As might be expected, it’s 
chock full of risky-looking action sequences. 
For one scene, Gordon-Levitt doused a diving 
board with charcoal lighter, set it aflame, and 
spent a couple of hours jumping off the burn- 
ing platform into a swimming pool. 

“That was a great day,” he said. “The pro- 
ducers didn’t want me to do it, they wanted a 
stunt guy I told them that was ridiculous. It’ll 
be so much better if I do it.” 

“I’m a big believer in giving a performance 
with your whole body,” he said. “Hollywood 
weighs so heavily on the close-up, on the face 
and eyes. That’s important, but finding how 
somebody walks or stands or takes a fall is key 
to a thoroughly human character. 

“For me, any good day at the movies is 
about a story and people I can relate to. Does 
it touch the human core of us? Whether it’s in 
a movie like ‘Inception’ or a movie like ‘Hes- 
her,’ it comes down to the same thing.”
